DeGaulle Marks Last 
Of WW II Big Four 

DeCaulle’s death yesterday adds another marker to the re¬ 
membrance of WW n cemeteries. His passing is more than just 
another obituary story on a prominent politician. 

THE TALL, ALMOST handsome, aloof general was a victory 
symbol for France during the bleak days when the Nazis occupied 
it. His firm profile and informal uniform gave the French con¬ 
fidence-and hope. 

His death makes history seem more somber, and in a sense 
more revered. The man had his shortcomings as all have. The 
leaders with whom he met in preparing political and military 
strategy for the free world are all dead. Ike, FDR, and Stalin 
didn’t give him full membership in the Big Four Club, some 
authorities say. 

KNOWLEDGEABLE MEN who were on the scene then say 
the defiant Frenchman was bitter about his being excluded. It 
is true he was in the field while the other three were behind 
desks out of range of enemy guns. Regardless of the pros and 
cons concerning the worth of the man, his demise crystallizes 
history. 

And, in some way his being gone will add a little more mystery 
to the war. And the memory should be something more than of¬ 
fering history and political science graduate students op¬ 
portunities to do bad research papers.

On Monday, November 2, a near-capacity crowd was treated 
to the excellence of Martha Gerschefski and Betty Ann McCall. 

MISS GERSCHEFSKI is a most accomplished cellist and Miss 
McCall is a world famous performer on the Cordovox — a new 
instrument which combines the electric organ with the accordion. 
The Cordovox sound even better when played through a Leslie 
tone cabinet as Miss McCall does, 

Among some of the stops on 
this unique instrument are 


piano, lute, celesta, and vibes. 
The bass section supported the 
instrument well with good bass 
and sustaining qualities. 

THE CORDOVOX is known 
from ball-parks to concert halls 
for its versatility and endur¬ 
ance. These traits were ex¬ 
emplified throughout the per¬ 
formance, but particularly in 
“Roumanian Dances” byBar- 
tok, which featured different 
rhythms, moods, and melodies 
in six dances. 

All this emphasis on Miss 
McCall’s Cordovox shouldn’t 
take credit away from Miss 
Gerschefski, who should be 
noted especially in “Five 
Verses with Vamps” by Da- 
Costa. Each of these five ver¬ 
ses were short and abrupt with 
a syncopated feel somewhat of 
a jazz feel throughout. 

“NOCTURNE” by Edwin 
Gerschefski, Martha’s father, 
was written for Martha and this 
is Just the way it sounded. The 
dominant prescence of a cello 
at the Fine Arts Building 
strongly emphasizes the need 
for a good string section on. 
this campus. 

In “Improvisation” by Ka¬ 
balevsky, one could hear faint 
traces of the Moog synthesizer 
in the Cordovox Instrument. An 
interesting cast of moods was 
painted in this work with pure 
professionalism and many 
strong emotions portrayed. 

IF YOU MISSED the con¬ 
cert, you lost out on one of the 
most original sounds you’ll hear 
in the combination of accom¬ 
plished cello and Cordovox mu¬ 
sic.

a lady reporter here from New 
York about six months ago,” 
he said. All together we talked 
about six times. The mayor 
was presented a plaque from 
the magazine commemorating 
the article. There will be an 
article in the local paper prob¬ 
ably asking the people where 
they wanted it placed. Iam proud 
of the fact that the people of 
Martin, the University, and the 
people of Northwest Tennessee 
could get this national recog¬ 
nition. 

‘‘WHEN I TALKED to them 
on the phone I told them this 
was not a branch of the uni¬ 
versity, but they put it in any¬ 
way. They just covered the 
whole Martin scene when he 
started with Doug Murphy and 
ended with State Trooper Wayne 
Hood. It’s a real novel of a pic¬ 
ture. We plan on sending out 
some sort of copy of this with 
mail to industrial prospects.” 
He said the possibility of some 
organization to come up with a 
decal such as 1-9 Happiness had 
been discussed. ‘‘First I think 
the statement that says there is 
enough industry is incorrect,” 
Glasgow said. ‘‘Then the teach¬ 
ers of Martin have more than 
26 students per class.

gram, graduates are eligible 
to take the Tennessee State 
Board examination for the 
license of a registered nurse. 

Lecture classes are con¬ 
ducted on campus while clini¬ 
cal laboratory work is taught 
in cooperation with area hos¬ 
pitals. 

MOST OF the lab work Is 
being done at the Obion County 
General Hospital. 

Mrs. Billie Dickerson, di¬ 
rector of nursing services at 
the Obion County General Hos¬ 
pital for 11 years, said, ‘‘Our 
responsibility is to provide the 
clinical facilities where stu¬ 
dents may practice; the instruc¬ 
tional program is solely UTM’s, 

though we cooperate fully.” 

‘‘WE HAD TO have a school 
of nursing in the area,” added 
Mrs. Dickerson. “Wearetoo 
far from either Memphis or 
Nashville to attract registered 
nurses from these cities. The 
only way to have top quality 
nurses and the only way to keep 
them here is to have a nursing 
education program close by.” 

STUDENTS provide uni¬ 
forms and professional acces¬ 
sories. They live In campus 
dorms and must be transport¬ 
ed to the hospital for laboratory 
work. But Mrs. Wakim hopes 
buses will be available soon 
for such purposes. 

The nursing program got Its 
start when, in 1967. Obion 
County citizens and hospital 
administrators cited to Univer¬ 
sity officials the critical short¬ 
age of nursing and other para¬ 
medical personnel not only in 
their region but throughout the 
state. A survey at that time 
indicated a need for 1,700 addi¬ 
tional nurses over a five year 
period. 

REACTING to the urgent 
need for community service, the 
University subsequently formu¬ 


lated the program, which was 
approved by the Tennessee 
Higher Education Commission 
last year, and the Tennessee 
Board of Nursing earlier this 
year. 

Members of the nursing fac¬ 
ulty are Mrs. Wakim, M.S.N., 
Indiana; Jamie L. Marshall, 
M. Ed., Houston; and Margie 
Nell Dlllion, B.S.N., Texas 
Wesleyan.
